Chase Speeds Reach 


110 miles per Hour 


‘Officers from four police agencies were 
involved in a high speed chase early Sunday 
morning that culminated with the arrest of 
a 22 year-old Ohio man. 

The chase originated in Grayling Town- 
ship at 2:37 a.m. and covered 53 miles with 
speeds in excess of 110 m.p.h. before the 
vehicle was stopped near Jackson's Corner 
in Lyon Township, Roscommon County, at 
3:07 a.m. Officers from the Crawford Coun- 
ty, Roscommon County, and Missaukee 
County Sheriff Departments and the Gray- 
ling City Police Department were involved 
in the 30-minute chase. 

The Ohio man is being lodged in the 
Crawford County Jail awaiting arraign- 
ment on charges of O.U.1.L., fleeing and 
eluding, driving the wrong way on a one- 
way street, and disregarding a stop sign. 


Grayling Man Arraigned 


Forrest Charles Stott, 31, of Grayling, 
was arraigned before Judge Francis Walsh 
in 88rd District Court on Tuesday, May 9, 
and plead not guilty to a charge of disor- 
derly person, indecent or obscene conduct. 

A $1,000 cash surety bond was set by 
Magistrate Jean Callewaert. Bond was paid 
by Kozy Bail Bond of Saginaw. 

Stott was arrested on May 2nd in connec- 
tion with an incident that occurred in the 
city of Grayling. 

Grayling Chief of Police Peter Stephan 
and Assistant Prosecuting Attorney David 
Sabin both said they did not want to com- 
ment on the arrest in order to protect both 
the suspect’s right to a fair trial and the 
people’s right to receive justice. 


Lovells Youth Injured 


In Auto Accident 


Scott Lehto, 18, of Lovells Township, 
was critically injured on Saturday, May 6, 
when he lost control of his car and struck 
two trees. He was transported by Frederic 
Ambulance to Mercy Hospital, and then 
transferred by helicopter by Northern 
E.M.S. to Munson Medical Center in 
Traverse City where he was listed in criti- 
cal condition. 

Lehto was traveling northbound on 
County Road 612 in Lovells Township when 
he fatled to negotiate a curve and went off 
the north side of the road and struck a tree. 
The car turned around and wrapped around 
a second tree with Lehto still inside. 

As of Monday, May 8, Lehto’s condition 
had improved and was listed as serious. He 
is in the Intensive Care Unit at Munson 
Medical Center. 

The accident occurred at 2:05 a.m. and 
is still under investigation by the Crawford 


County Sheriff Department. Police reported 


that alcohol was involved.

G-P Tax Abatement 
Hearing May 11th 


A public hearing on a 5&0 percent tax 
abatement application for Georgia- 
Pacific’s proposed formaldehyde plant ad- 
dition will be held at 7 p.m. Thursday, May 
11, at the Beaver Creek Twp. Hall. Georgia- 
Pacific is asking for a 50 percent tax abate- 
ment for 12 years on the estimated $10 
million plant expansion, according to 
Beaver Creek officlals. 

Georgia-Pacific would pay an esti- 
mated $218,000 a year in taxes on the new 
plant addition without any tax abatement, 
according to Beaver Creek officials. With 
the 60 percent tax abatement, Georgia- 
Pactfic would pay an estimated $117,000 in 
new taxes. The lower amount is not 50 per- 
cent because of special assessment 
millages which are exempt from the tax 
abatement.

Street Work on Target 
For Memorial Day Finish 


Good weather and the lack of any 
major problems has allowed the 
downtown street construction to 
progress on schedule. 

City manager, Jerry Morford, 
said that the work is about 60 per- 
cent completed, and anticipates 
that the Memorial Day target date 
for completion should be met. 


Morford said that nothing 


unusual was unearthed during 
removal of the old surfacing 
materials. 


Because of the age of the streets 


and the fact that Grayling was a 
lumbering town, Morford said that 
he had expected to find some old 
logs that would have indicated that 
Grayling’s streets were once made 
from logs, called corduroy streets. 

Morford said that sidewalk work 
should begin around May 10 or 11. 
At this time the plan is to lay con- 
crete about 12 feet from the store- 
fronts toward the curb, and then a 
25 inch strip of brick will be placed 
along the curb. Planters will be 
constructed intermittently along 
the brick strip. 


Grayling Country Club 
Expanding to 18 Holes

The Grayling Country Club has 
decided to expand its nine hole golf 
course to an 18 hole course. Con- 
struction is slated to begin in early 
May. 

John Wejrowski, president of the 
board, said that the expansion proj- 
ect has been discussed for about 
five years, but the decision to pro- 
ceed with the construction was 
made following the completion of a 
feasibility study that was approved 
by stockholders ai their September 
meeting. 

Wejrowski said that at first it ap- 
peared that the project was doom- 
ed because so much of the cluh’s 
property is considered wetlands by 
the Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR). Other club 
property either bordered on wet- 


lands, or Simpson Creek. The solu- 


tion to the problem came in the 
form of a 10 acre property ex- 
change with the DNR which en- 
abled the club to expand without 
endangering the wetlands or its in- 
habitants. 

DNR permits and county build- 
ing permits have been secured, 
said Wejrowski. 

‘This area has been in need of 
more than a nine hole golf course 
for years,’’ said Wejrowski. ‘‘Most 
people who play golf, don’t want to 
play nine holes.’’ 

Wejrowski said that 90 percent of 
the construction and renovation 
projects and the seeding process 
will be completed by the end of the 
first year. The remainder of the 
construction will be completed in 
1980, with the course ready for play 
in 1991. 

Besides the expansion of the 
course, the project will include en- 
larging the parking facility, the 
construction of a cart storage and 


maintenance building, and the 
renovation of the club house to re- 
vamp its storage facilities. 

The estimated price tag for the 
project is $450,000. 

“That is the amount of money 
available to us,’’ said Wejrowski, 
‘but we probably won't have to use 
the full amount.”’ He said that there 
are variables, such as contracting 
with Camp Lehman for prisoners to 
help with part of the construction 
and bids that could come in below 
present estimates, that could affect 
the final cost. 

J. John Gorney, Inc. of Grand 
Rapids, is the project architect, 
and Jack Millikin, Inc. of Grayling 
is the construction contractor. Mill- 
ikin is the construction contractor 
for Fox Run Golf Course, located 
on Four Mile Road. 


“Having three 18 hole 
courses in this area will promote 
more golf to the area,’’ stated 
Wejrowski. ‘‘People coming north 
for a golf weekend will play at 
several courses.’’ Wejrowski said 
that they might travel to Traverse 
City to play the ‘‘Bear’’ for a day, 
but probably would not stay there 
for the entire weekend. 

‘They might spend a day or so in 
Grayling,’’ he said, ‘‘and play the 
Country Club's course, Fox Run, or 
the planned course at River Bend.” 

Wejrowski said that the Grayling 
Country Club will continue to offer 
memberships and be open to the 
public, but that it will now be 
operated more like a business than 
a private club. 

The design of the new course will 
not only mean nine additional 
holes, he said, but it will also en- 
large the existing nine holes to 
make the course a championship 


’ size course. 


Bluebirds Receive Heiping 
Hand (and aHome])

Two years ago Roger Barber, a 
Grayling resident, read about the 
plight of Michigan’s bluebird and 
began a personal effort to bring the 
songbirds back to Crawford Coun- 
ty. 

“'Y was curious to know if by put- 
ting out birdhouses I could actually 
make a difference,’’ said Barber. 
‘The more boxes I put out the more 
birds I got.” 

According to a Michigan United 
Conservation Corp fact sheet Mich- 
igan's (bluebird) population has 
decreased by 75 percent. He ex- 
plained that the birds are threaten- 
ed by both the loss of their natural 
nesting habitat, and by predatory 
birds that ‘‘take oyer”’ their nests, 
often destroying the eggs and kill- 
ing the young. 

Old and dead trees that contain 
cavities, natural nesting sites for 
bluebirds, are being cut down for 
development and fire wood, said 
Barber. Wooden fence posts that 
once lined farm fields and roads, 
which he said also contained cavi- 
ties, are either being torn down as 
small farms disappear, or are 
being replaced with longer lasting 
metal posts. 

In an attempt to provide nesting 
sites, Barber began building and 
placing birdhouses throughout the 


county. To date, he has placed 370 
birdhouses on both private and 
state land. 

“T would like to thank the DNR 
and private landowners for allow- 
ing me to put up the houses, and re- 
enter their properties to maintain 
them,’’ Barber said. ‘‘I have about 
1/2 of the boxes on private land and 
1/2 0n state jiand.”’ 

‘IT try to keep the houses repaired 
and painted,’’ he said, ‘'so that they 
don’t become an eyesore, and so 
that they leave a favorable impres- 
sion of Crawford County. I have 
never had anyone turn me down,"’ 
Barber stated. 

Maintenance of the houses is as 
important as providing the nesting 
sites in the first place. Barber said 
that poorly maintained nest boxes 
can be harmful to whatever bird 
uses it. 

Maintenance begins about the 
second week in April, when the 
birds begin returning from their 
southern wintering grounds. Bar- 
ber said that old nesting materials 
must be removed before the boxes 
are used. The boxes then need to be 
checked every two weeks through- 
out the nesting season, April to 
mid-August. 

‘Bluebirds nest two to three 
‘limes per year,’’ said Barber, ‘‘and

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KManson Fills Only 
Issue on Tuesday Ballot 


A 1/4 mill renewal for Hanson 
Hills will be the only issue on the 
ballot Tuesday, May 16, in a special 
election for Crawford County 
voters. 

The 1/4 mill would generate ap- 
proximately $48,000 a year to help 
operate the year-round recreation- 
al facility. Hanson Hills also re- 
ceives revenues through fees from 
skiers and some other users of the 
park. 


The Grayling Recreation 
Authority is asking voters to ap- 
prove the 1/4 mill through 1995, 
when the current lease is up for re- 
newal with the Michigan National 
Guard. 

The park has been receiving the 
1/4 mill for the past four years. 

The 1/4 mill renewal request was 
turned down by county voters twice 
in 1988. It was defeated on the 
August primary ballot and it was 
defeated on the November ballot. 

The specia} election will cost 
$8,500 to $10,000 and Hanson Hiils is

each time they mate, they build a 
hew nest.’ He said that if the old 
nests are not removed after the 
brood leaves, the bluebirds will 
build a second nest on top of the 
fi¢st nest, promoting blowfly in- 
festation and raising the nest closer 
to the entrance hole making it more 
susceptible to predators. 

‘Barber said that after he re- 
moves the old nest he sprinkles a 
light dusting of powdered rotenone 
in the bottom of the houses to help 
prevent blowfly and mite infesta- 
tions. 


611 YOUNG BIRDS 

‘The first year I had about 40 
pairs of birds nesting in the 
houses,"’ said Barber, ‘‘and last 
yéar I had about 100 pairs and | 
counted 611 young birds.'' Barber 
said that he will begin checking the 
boxes next week, and anticipates 
that he will find at least the same 
number of birds as last year. 

Barber said that he began build- 
ing bluebird houses as a hobby be- 
cause he cares about birds. 

“It started as a hobby," he said, 
“but I just got carried away. 
Everytime I saw a vacant piece of 
property,’’ Barber said, ‘‘I decided 
to put out another house, and the 
first thing I knew, I had houses all 
over the county.” 

''To be perfectiy honest,'’ stated 
Barber, ‘'‘hy the end of the summer 
I get tired of cleaning birdhouses 
and counting birds. My wife would 
like to see me working around the 
house a little more, too,"' he said. 


800 BIRDHOUSES 

‘Barber said that over the past 
two years he has built more than 
800 birdhouses, but quickly added, 
“but there are more people in- 
valved than just me."’ 

‘*‘Area carpenters have donated 
scraps of lumber,” he said, ‘‘and it 
takes a lot of lumber to build 800 
birdhouses.’’ Barber said that a 
county prisoner helped with the 
painting this year, and his em- 
ployer, Chuck Fick, donates work 
space, tools, heat and electricity.

Barber also gives credit to his co- 
workers who put up with his mess. 

Bluebird house construction is 
unique. The entrance hole should 
be it¢ inches around to allow pas- 
sage of smal) birds such as chick- 
adees, house wrens, and tree 
swallows, but be starling-proof. 
The sides of the box should be 4, of 
an inch from the bottom and top 
plates to allow for ventilation, and 
the house should be nine inches 
deep to keep the nest protected 
from predators. 

Placement of the house is equally 
important. The house should be 
placed on a wocd or metal post four 
to six feet above the ground. If a 
wood post is used, he said that the 
post should be surrounded by a 
length of stove pipe or a collar of 
metal flashing to protect the house 


from raccoons, opossums, and 
other predatory animals. 
The houses should be located 


about 100 yards from buildings in 
an open area with scattered trees. 
(Houses placed in heavily wooded 
areas will attract house wrens.) 
The entrance hole should face a 
tree that is not closer than 100 
yards, so that the young can fly to 
the tree when they first leave the 
nest. 

Why does Roger Barber keep 
building houses? 

“It is the satisfaction,’’ answered 
Barber. ‘'It makes me feel good to 
know that my houses are helping 
the birds." 

As word of Barber's birdhouses 
spread, he began receiving re- 
quests from other concerned peo- 
ple who asked if he would build 
them a bluebird house. Barber said 
that he also feels good when he 
hears that birds are nesting in 
those houses, and ‘‘bringing a little 
happiness to the folks taking care 
of the houses."' 

The bluebirds are only in the 
area during the warm weather, but 
Barber's birdhouse building is a 
year-round job. To date, he has 
given away more than 400 bluebird 
houses.

Should Georgia-Pacific be granted 
a 5O percent tax abatement for its 
propased formaldehyde addition? 


If the tax abatement is granted for 
12 years, Georgia-Pacific will save an 
astimated $101 O00 a year, or a total 
of $1,212,000 over the 12 years, 
according to Beaver Creek Twp. of- 
ficials who used last year’s tax rates 
for the estimate. 


_ The Beaver Creek Board has to 
consider that even with a 50 percent 
tax abatement, Georgia-Pacific will pay 
an astimated $117,000 in new taxes 
@ year, or a total of $1,404,000 in 
taxes for the plant addition over the 12 
years, 


The Beaver Creek Twp. Board, 
made up of John Hartman, Florence 
Nelson, Terry McGregor, Kathleen 
Mobarak, and Richard Johnson, has

Suppose you don’t give the tax 
abatement and Georgia-Pacific decides 
it can't afford to build the addition. 
Then you've lost out on an estimated 
$1,404,000 in taxes over 12 years. 
Suppose Georgia-Pacific figures 
without that plant addition, the Beaver 
Creek plant will lose money and they 
decide to pull out of the area. Then 
you've lost a major industry in a area 
that doesn’t have many,

‘“‘While as a voter, I may be fed 
up with Congress as an institution 
and as an operating body, I don’t 
necessarily dislike or distrust my 
congressman,”’ I wrote.

Generally they succeed. That’s 
the main reason most of them keep 
getting re-elected. 

But using satire in a newspaper 
column is dangerous. The problem 
with satire is that the reader 
usually believes you .... the reader 
tends to take at face value what- 
ever appears in the newspaper. 

That’s really a pretty good en- 
dorsement of newspapers ... but it 
can lead to problems sometimes 
when a writer attempts to use 
humor or satire in making a point. 


* * * 

ANOTHER POINT — Before we 
leave the Jim Wright case again, 
let me deal with another point. 

“Scandals will continue if Con- 
gress remains underpaid.’’ That 
was the headline over a recent 
column by Robert Maynard, Editor 
of the Oakland Tribune in Cah- 
fornia, and syndicated columnist. 

Mr. Maynard contends that be- 
cause we don't pay Congress 
enough ($89,500 annual salary), we 
encourage members to succumb to 


temptations such as those which — 


seem to have tripped up Speaker 
Wright. ‘ 

‘“‘We want excellent representa- 
tives, but we don't want to pay for 
them,’’ Mr. Maynard writes. 

‘‘We keep expecting the selfless 
stranger to ride on to Capitol Hill 
on a white horse. This selfless 
stranger is expected to do battle 
with all of the moneyed special in- 
terests until nothing less than 
honest dealing and fairness prevail 
in the legislative process. Only 
wise and intelligent choices will be 
made — and always in the interests 
of the people.”’ 


Well, why. not? Is that really too 
much to ask of someone who has 
volunteered to help run this coun- 
try? 

In my book, pay levels have noth- 
ing to do with it. A crook is a crook. 
If a congressman who is paid 

- $89,500 a year takes bribes under 
the table, or pads the payroll, or 
sells a vote to the highest bidder, 
we can expect the same behavior if 
the pay leve) is $125,000 or $200,000 
or even a million a year. 

Perhaps the pay level of mem- 
bers of Congress should be raised, 
but you can't buy morality and 
honesty and integrity with a few 

‘thousand dollars a year in pay 
raise. Either it's there, or it’s not. 

A crook is a crook, and a higher 
wage won't make a bit of dif- 
ference. .

Can we 
even imagine the grief and suffer- 
ing that poor woman had to endure 
that winter. The deaths were all re- 
corded the same day in April, so, 
she must have had to store the 
bodies of her children until the 
father returned in the spring. So 
when we complain of the high price 
of health care today, we should re- 
member the terrible price they 
paid without it. .

My family and friends are so 
sweet. They try to shield me from 
the things they know I find hard to 
handle. ‘‘I just saw ‘Gorillas in the 
Mist,’ ’’ said a pa) the other day. 
‘It was a great movie. Don’t go see 
it, Nancy.”’ 

She knows that I’m not insen- 
sitive to the plight of gorillas. 
Through membership in the Gorilla 
Foundation, I know about Dian 
Fossey's love for and struggle to 
save the gorillas in Africa from 
poachers, I know about Digit, the 
one she loved best. I know that 
poachers killed him in order to sell 
a few parts of his body. I know that 
they murdered her because she 
fought them. And I know that she is 
now buried in a grave near her be- 
loved Digit. 

My friend knows how I am, 
knows that seeing Fossey's story in 
full-color on the big screen, ac- 
companied by dramatic music and 
portrayed by Academy Award 
nominee Sigourney Weaver might 
be almost too much to go through. 

I've always been weak like that. I 


remember the great sadness | felt - 


as a child at seeing ‘‘Bambi,”’ ‘Old 
Yeller’’ and ‘‘The Incredible Jour- 
ney.’’ When ‘‘Bambi"’ was recently 
rereleased, you couldn't have 
dragged me to it. Don’t tell me it’s 
just an animated film with an up- 
beat ending. I'm still grieving 
about his mother dying in a forest 
fire and his father getting shot by 
hunters. 

I despair at the story of the old 
stray dog who saves his young 
master from a bear and a mountain 
lion on the Western Plains, only to 
contract rabies. I find no consola- 
tion that the pioneer boy gets Old 
Yeller’s pup after having to put the 
father ‘‘out of his misery.’’ 

“The Incredible Journey’ even 
ends happily with the young dog, 
the old dog and the Siamese cat 
finding home after covering hun- 
dreds of Miles of Canadian land. 
Meanwhile, the family is convinced 
that they will never see their pets 
again. The last scene, when the 
father and the boy first spot them 
approaching, is beautiful but sim- 
ply too much for Me. 

‘Watch for the scene in ‘A Fish 
Called Wanda,’ when a dog is run 
over by a car,’’ says another 
friend. ‘‘Close your eyes in the 
scene from ‘The Last Emperor’ 
when the young Chinese emperor 
kilis his pet mouse,’”’ warns Dave.

The stray Brittany spaniel dog: 
was called Rover. Eleven years: 
ago he wandered onto a ranch in; 
Clare County and hung out with the: 
cows. Although the kind people fed; 
him daily, he would not let humans’ 
get close, preferring the company. 
of one cow which he adopted as his- 
own. When she died, they did not: 
dare bury her because they were: 
certain that Rover would dig up her: 
body. se 

Even then he had little use for the: 
humans, but eventually attached: 
himself to a second cow. He stayed. 
with her, ate with her, slept with’ 
her. The ranch owner believed that 
he had been abused by his first 
master. In the wisdom born of his 
previous experience, he chose a life 
in the fields among cows over a 
softer life in the house among 
humans. 

That choice eventually led to his 
death. Not before he had become 
well-known around Clare County, 
though. Motorists drove past the 
ranch to see the dog that loved 
cows. His story was featured in 
newspaper articles and on a tele- 
vision program. But on Thanks- 
giving morning last year, ranch- 
hands found the body of Rover, shot 
dead, a few feet away from a 
slaughtered cow. 

Tne owner surmises that he bark- 
ed at the rustlers. ‘‘He never bit,’’ 
she told The Saginaw News, ‘‘but 
he protected the cows.'’ She 
thought the world of him, accord- 
ing to Dave’s mother. He was so 
faithful to his cow. ‘‘They are still 
grieving,’’ she adds. 

I have decided that the only way 
to avoid witnessing the horrors we 
humans inflict upon other Hving 
creatures is to do as Rover did — 
leave and go live among the 
animals. A few people have ac- 
tually chosen that life. 

I’m far from ready to abandon 
human society. So, with a little help 
from my friends, I avoid the cruel 
scenes when I can and try to 
toughen myself when I can’t. And J 
keep on hoping the insane hope that 
someday we'll grow to fulfill our 
proper role as keepers of the 
animals.

The Grayling Middle 
School Band proved it- 
self one of the best 
bands in the state when 
il received the coveted 
I (Superior) ranking at 
the Michigan School 
Band and Orchestra 
Association's annual 
State Band Festival, 
held May 6in Alpena. 

In order to qualify 
for the state level com- 
petition, bands must 
have received a I rank- 
ing at the district level. 
The GMS band _sre- 
ceived T’s from all four 
judges at their District 
Festival in) February 
at Traverse City, 


They repeated their 
feat last Saturday, 
again receiving 
straight I's from all the 
judges. Director Den- 
nis Ormsbee said that 
the judges even pave 


the band a few A+ 
grades, which is an 
unusual practice. 

The sight reading 
judge wrote in his 
critique of the band: 
“This is the fifteenth 
time I’ve heard these 
numbers and your per- 
formance T enjoyed. It 
was the best I have 
heard today!”’ Other 
judges expressed ap- 
preciation for the 
band’s fine-looking 
uniforms and their 
great posture. 

Director Ormsbee 
changed all of the 
group’s music between 
district and state level 
competition. The band 
performed Noble Hert- 
tage, a march; Ameri- 
can Folk Fantasy, a 
Class B selection (even 
though the Middle 
School Band competes 
as a Class C school); 
and Majestia, a Class 


C high school selection. 

Although the music 
he chose was very de- 
manding, Ormsbee be- 
lieved that his musi- 
cians could meet the 
challenge. He ob- 
served that they had 
been ‘continually im- 
proving all year and 
striving to become bet- 
ter and better. It is 
really great to see a 
group continue to grow 
as this) group has 
done.”’ 

Ormsbee's praise for 
his band extends to the 
students’ parents: ‘“‘A 
big round of applause 
goes out to the great 
parents who followed 
the band to Alpena. 
This is one of the 
reasons for the fan- 
tastic showing of the 
Middle School Band."’ 
He added that the 
judges also comment-

“V'm really proud of

Ormsbee = admitted 
that he didn’t know 
who was more excited - 
the students or their 
parents when the 
ratings went up on the 
score sheet.

Guard Approves Funding 
For Portage Creek Work 


The Michigan De- 
partment of Military 
Aftairs has recently 
announced approval of 
funds by the National 
Guard Bureau in 
Washington, D.C., to 
improve the stream- 
bank and water quality 
in Portage Creek. This 
project is a joint effort 
among Camp Grayling 
and several public 
agencies and private 


groups within the 
Huron Pines Resource 
Conservation and 


Development Council, 
Inc. 

The partnership 
agreement reads, in 
part, ‘‘The members 
and associates of this 
agreement are united 
by a mutual dedication 
to the restoration and 
preservation of the 
Upper Manistee River 
watershed as a highly- 
prized, multiple-use 
natural resource’’. 

The project is in 
keeping with Camp 
Grayling’s Good 
Neighbor policy, and 
complies with the in- 
tent of the National 
Environmental Policy 


Law. The National 
Guard will contribute 
$45,000 toward labor 
and material costs for 
the project. 

Portage Creek is a 
small freshwater 
stream located just 
northwest of the 
Camp’s main canton- 
ment area. It crosses 
through the Camp and 
is recognized as a valu- 


able coldwater trout 


fishery. The origin of 
the creek is Lake Mar- 
grethe, and it empties 
into the Manistee 
River just west of the 
Camp’s boundary. 
Military activity and 
recreational vehicles 
in past years have re- 
sulted in streambank 
erosion and sedimenta- 
tion entering the 
stream at several 
points. 

Restoration of Por- 
tage Creek has been 
urged by the Upper 
Manistee River Asso- 
ciation, a non-profit 
group concerned with 
the river environment 
and water quality. Be- 
cause of strained 
budgetary priorities, 


governmental el os 
cies have been unable 
to begin the needed 
work. With funds now 
available through the 
National Guard, and 
with other agencies 
providing plans, per- 
mits, machinery and 
labor, the physical 
work is.ready to begin. 

Phase I of the proj- 
ect is assessment of 
the number and _lo- 
cation of stieS in need 
of treatment. Engi- 


neering and structural 
design are Phase II. 
The physical remedies 
may include rock em- 
placement, shaping of 
slopes, vegetation, and 
wood structures in or 
along the stream. 
Actual construction, 
Phase III, should begin 
in July according to in- 
formation from Joe 
Kutkuhn, chairman of 
the Upper Manistee 
River Restoration 
Committee.

Rhubarb used to be known as 
‘pie plant’ and was used Mostly in 
that manner. Though thought of as 
a fruit, rhubarb is actually a mem- 
ber of the lily-of-the-valley family. 
Its leaves and roots are poisonous, 
only the stalks are edible. When 
buying rhubarb, look for firm 
stalks, not limp, with a pink to deep 
red color. Rhubarb needs a cold 
winter to thrive year after year. 
Northern Michigan has the ideal 
climate.
